Sgt. Treichel advised that 
operators of snowmobiles must 
also be aware of the trespass 
law.

En­ 
forcement action will be taken 
on violations of this nature, he 
said. State Police enforcement 
attitude toward illegal power 
sledding, however, takes into 
account that there can be legi­ 
timate need at times to cross a 
road or highway. 


However, the responsibility 
of crossing safely is up to the 
individual operator. The low 
construction of the sleds makes 
it difficult for drivers of motor 
vehicles to saa them, plus motor 
noise from the machine itself 
makes it difficult for the opera­ 
tor to hear a ear hom or other 
warning device. 


Sgt. Treichel alio pointed out 
that there are many trail type 
roads in the area that are not 
open to normal vehicle travel 
in winter ^ ic h can provide 
good routes for motor sledding. 
Various local snowmobile clubs 
that have been formed are 
aware of these routes and put 
them to good use for group trail 
rides. Many of these clubs have 
also been instrumental in ob­ 
taining permission to utilise 
private property for their trail 
rides from the owners. 


Equally important are safety 
factors In the operation of the 
sleds in fields and wooded 
areas Sgt. Treichel said. Op­ 
erators should give proper con­ 
cern to possible hazards of 
breaking through when cross­ 
ing or venturing on any lee or 
snow covered water surfaces. 
The sled’s weight also can pose 
a danger if the machine is not 
properly operated. 


Recklessness or rough ter­ 
rain can figure in its over­ 
turning, with the possibility of 
the rider being injured if 
thrown from the vehicle or pin­ 
ned beneath it. Some sort of 
headgear should be worn for 
protection against cold and pos­ 
sible injury in event of acci­ 
dent. Lastly, persons physically 
impaired in any way should re­ 
frain from pushing or pulling a 
stuck or disabled sled, Sgt. 
Treichel said.

“The County Road Commission has devised a meth^ 
of building bridges with shared cost, with the township 
contributing a third, the board of supervisors a third 
and the County Road Commission a third, but the job 
still isn't done and all our bridges aren’t safe.
